Mother and cousin charged with negligence

Palm Beach County Sheriffs 
officials recently arrested the 
mother of a 4-year-old Pahokee girl 
and charged her with third-degree 
negligence after an investigation 
revealed that the gun that Migun- 
za West accidentally shot herself 
with on Oct. 12 was located іп the 
family's home. At the time of the 
shooting, members of the family 


told officials that there was no gun 
in the home. 

_ Sharon Smith, 25, of 881 Palm 
Blvd., was arrested by Palm 
Beach County officials. The moth- 
er's cousin, Tyrone Smith, 18, 
was arrested also. According to 
Sheriff s Department Det. Sgt. 
John Russ, Tyrone Smith brought. 
the gun into the home a few days 
before the shooting occurred. He 
was also charged with third- 


degree negligence. 


Migunza was critically injured . 


after she apparently shot herself 
with a .25 caliber handgun out- 
side the family home. 

Migunza found the weapon 
under the couch. She then took it. 
outside to the yard where she 
accidentally shot herself. 

The mother and cousin were 
both released on their own recog- 
niance.

Commissioners voted Mon- 
day night to hire an assistant 
for long-time City Attorney 
John Baker. 2 

Mr. Baker, who has been the 
city's attorney since 1964, suf- 
fered a heart attack in 1986 
and has worked half days: 


. Since. He will remain in charge 


of the city's legal business, but 
will be able to delegate some of 
the work to an assistant. 

Mayor Steve Weeks said 
Baker is doing a fine job for the 
City, but a back up was needed. 
, One day he might step out and 
' get hit by a truck,” he said. 

"He's probably forgotten 
more about this city than most 
people know," he added. 


Mayor Weeks made the sug- 
gestion that the city hire the 
assistant at the Oct. 10 com- ~ 
mission meeting. Commission- 
er Happy Tucker at that time 
wanted the city to consider hir- 
ing а paralegal and save the 
city Some money. 

But Attorney Baker said he 
felt a paralegal would not be 
sufficient for the city's needs. 
He suggested the city hire . 
someone local, a member of the 


-Florida Bar Association and a 


member in good standing of the 
Southern District of the Feder- 
al Court Trial Bar. ` 

Commissioners agreed those 
standards should be met and 
also set an hourly rate of $75 
plus a retainer fee of $5,000 
yearly.

It is estimated that only four to five percent of 
Palm Beach County's student population of 
120,000 are causing all the disruption and vio- 
lence in our public schools. While this Sounds 
insignificant, five percent of 120,000 students 
equals 6,000 hoodlums - not a number which can 
be ignored. These trouble-makers are not con- 
tent just to ignore their teachers, but take it 
upon themselves to disrupt the education of the 
other ninety-five percent who come to school 
with the intent to learn and to obtain an educa- 
tion. > . 

The problem is not dissipating, but is becom- 
ing more critical. Last school year almost 100 
teachers were physically assaulted by students. 
Already this year, approximately 40 teachers 
have been physically attacked. If the trend con- 
tinues, some 150 to 160 physical assaults on 
teachers will occur this year which would repre- 
sent a 50 to 60 percent increase over last year. 

As Classroom Teachers Association President 
Betty Corbett said, "Before you can have an 
effective school, you must have a safe school. If 
the number of assaults on teachers is appalling, 
the violence in our schools involving students is 
shocking." Weapons are no longer the exception. 
They are the rule. Even students who would not 
ordinarily think of bringing a weapon to school 
are now doing so - not to threaten others, but for 
protection. The Superintendent's announcement 
that students who bring fire arms to school will 
be expelled is applauded, but his simplistic 
action does not solve the problem. 

The problem of school violence did not sudden- 
ly pop up, but has been allowed to grow over the 
years until we now have a crisis. This crisis 
must be addressed immediately or school offi- 
cials can and should be held responsible if, stu- 
dents or teachers are hurt or even killed in 


The Classroom Teachers Association calls for 
immediate actions to take back our schools and 
has proposed the follówing programs. 

1. That clear and unambiguous policies be 
adopted and communicated to all teachers and 
school employees which clarify what they can 
and can not do when confronted with à student 
fight or personal assault. Today many teachers 
are afraid to get involved for fear of possible law 
suits or even losing their teaching positions. The 
District must support its teachers if it expects 
its teachers to work to regain control of our 


- schools. 


2. That all school employees be provided 
restraint technique training so they can be pre- 
pared to intervene to stop fights and restrain 
students if attacked themselves. Again, teachers 
feel helpless to intervene and it is imperative 
that they school administration and the School 
Board support them. 

3. That all education stake-holders (parents, 
teachers, administrators, other school employ- 
ees, community leaders, students and other 
interested parties) be represented on a Task 
Force to revise the District's Student Code of 
Conduct policies. The Code must be updated to 
meet the needs and problems of today's schools. 
The old worn-out answers of yesterday no longer 
are relevant. The'new Student Conduct Code 
must then be widely publicized and uniformly 
and consistently applied throughout the District. 
4. Perhaps most importantly, parents must 
become more involved іп their schools. Teachers, 
administrators and other school employees are 
working hard to solve the problem of violence, as 
well as other concerns in our schools. They are 
doing а yeoman's task, but they cannot do it 
alone. А new partnership with parents’ involved

in our schools must be nurtured and developed if | 


we are to solve this and other problems facing 
public education today. We can be successful, but. 
only if we join together.

The American Association of Retired Persons 
(AARP) expressed its: strong opposition to H.R. 
2722, the Age Discrimination in Employment 
Amendments of 1993. 

The bill would allow state and local govern- 
ments to fire, as well as refuse to hire, otherwise 
well-qualified persons who wish to be police offi- 
cers and firefighters, solely because of there age. 
It carves out a permanent exception for a class of 
workers historically covered by the Age Discrimi- 
nation in Employment Act. 

"This bill would sanction overt and completely 
unjustified age discrimination and should be 
rejected by Congress,” said AARP Executive
